Sturgeon from 38 to 54 inches
fork length in the Bonneville Pool and sturgeon from 43 to 54 inches fork length
in The Dalles and John Day Pools may be kept for subsistence purposes.
Standard sanctuaries applicable to gillnet gear. The Spring Creek Hatchery
Sanctuary will be reduced to 150 feet around the hatchery ladder.

24-hour quick reporting required for Washington buyers, pursuant to WAC 220-
352-315 except that landings must be reported within 24-hours of completing the
fish ticket.
